This is a very flngular Animal, having 5 oblong perforati¬ 
ons thro the body cf the Shell , viz. /\.againfl as many points of 
a 5 ray'd Star, lying in the midjl of the She!' • the other is 
placed between two of its beams . as may be plait. ly feen and 
under flood by my Figure .* thefc are of different magnitudes, 
having feen them from lefs than 2 inches to almofl 4 diameter , 
and this lafl, in the mid ft where its thick? ft exceeds net half 
an inch, and gradually to its edges , which ate thinner than a 
Shilling. 

I am obliged to my very generous Friend Dr Lifter for the 
fir ft ofthefe wonderful Animals, and very lately to Madam 
Williams, a Gentlewoman whom I am alfo highly obliged tc^ 
for moflt of thtfollowing Shells , viz.

This elegant Shell Mr Charles Dell fent me once from the 
Lands-end of Cornwall after that Major Halftead brought 
it me from Carolina, and Mrs Rachel Chapman lately from 
Antegoa. I have a fair little pair, which weighs but 7 grains, 
and the h.<lf of another, viz one Valve, which weighs 127.

1vhcje 
Figure reprefcnts the right Valve, yiz. that, that holding the 
outer part upwards , has its hinge , as you look on it in that 
pofture, againji your Ri^ht hand ; but what is flrange, I have 
not one Shell on that fide the Icon reprefcnts it, amongjl 20 
others, and therefore probably the Dr’s Figure may be reverfed 
from one of thefe. The largefi Valve I have yet met with is 
about 4 inches and k long , and I and 5 where the broadejl , 
viz. crofs the hinge, whofe external holes in one of this pro¬ 
portion takes up an inch exactly, and they are generally about 
12 in mojl fiz.es- $ internally from the midft of this, a thin 
furrowed lappet exe rts itfelf near k of an inch from the fide of 
the Shell, by reafon of which /landing out, it’s efitly broken , 
and therefore not always met with. This Valve wanted about 

of 2 drams. They are very thin , and no lefs brittle.

This is as thin as the la(l, iho much larger , viz. One 
which Mr Pa* ke brought me from Virginia was 5 inches 
and a half long , and 2 crof the hinge broad , yet weigh d 
not quite §| 3 .

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/if/?, but herein it chiefly differs, that it's lunular Murices ar 
much larger, and in the place where the outer hinge was per• 
forated , this is [applied by one channel.

tip or hinge 5 the outer Coat of this is apt to peel off, which 
under it difcovers a dark [lining Mother of Pearl, like that 
within, and only the remains of the exterior pertuherances are 
to he /sen: J have lately received a Mediterranean one from 
Father Bonanni at Rome, much rcfembling this , yet in fome 
particulars differing, which 1 may have occafton fuddenly to 
pew.

Dr Lifter has given a Figure, Tab. 880. which feemsvery 
much to reprefent this, excepting that his Murices are not fo large 
as ours perhaps the Shell from whence he took his Figure 
might have them worn off\ yet fometimes in thefe bigger Shells 
you may obfervethem threefold, one diffinUly over the other, 
which capng is alfo feen on the right lip of the Shelf as the Dr’s 
Figure has very well obferved : Whether thefe be annual protru- 
Jions or growths, 1 d ire not yet determine. The largejl of this 
(find l have yet met with, abated but of a pound.

Willi- 
ams fent me of divers magnitudes, the Lafl was the mod h ~ :u~ 
tiful Shell, its bafts white , the edge of each. Coat /haded wih 
hr own, having a white girdle crofs the middle of the upper 
orb or round : i bis weighs hut jij, and i have traced them to 
be the fame even to the lafl, which weigh’d near a pound. 

I obferve the largeji to be lefs beautiful , which may proceed 
from their age and decay.

This differs from the next no otherwife than No 3 7 did
